Dutch  non-off icicle  were  arrested  soon 
afterwards  and  intornod  ^Ath  the  oxcootior  of  those  Dutch  who 


had  been  born  in  the  Netherlands  Indies 


A  few  months  after  the  eurrondor  of  Java  the  internment 
of  women  and  cnildron  bogan.  Children,  born  in  Java,  were  also 
interned  if  tho  rarents  were  interr.od.

dogs  were  rciorved  and  cooked  for  the  mere  serious  cases  among  tho 


patients  in  hospital  in  order  to  provide  them  wieh  at  least  some 
meat.  Meiiclv  s  were  inadequate  and  poorly  supplied  through,  aftor 
tho  Japanese  surrender  *t  was  provod  that  ample  supplies  ha.d  beon 


available  all  the  time 


Red  Cross  parcels  were  distributed  only  twice  and  then,  after  the 


Japanese  had  stolen  pert  of  tho  contents  and  by  tho  mothod  of 
issuing,  provontod  tho  internees  from  obtaining  full  value  from  tho 
gilts,  by  ordering  all  tins  aid  containers  to  bo  omptiod  immediately 
Beprlsals  r.nd  collective  punishmento  were  inflicted.  Children  of 


eleven  and  twelve  wore  separated  from  their  mothers,  •  Cf  a  sum  of 


money  -  75  guildore  for  each  one  of  a  group  of  British  subjects 
sent  by  the  Holy  See,  only  about  onc-thlrd  was  over  paid.

was  one  of  the  benefits  of  the  Greater  Dast  Asia  Co-prosperity 
Sphere,  established  by  the  Japanoso.  This  labour  consisted  of 
digging  trenches,  constructing,  air-raid  shelters  and  other 
military  works,  making  roads  and  railways,  working  in  oilfields, 
coalmines,  etc.  Javanese  youths  in  particular  were  conscripted 
for  such  work.  It  wr.s  called  voluntary  labour,  but  woe,  in 

fact,  compulsory.  Tho  conscription  of  Bomusha  was  carried  out 

v  by 
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ft  series  of  round-ups  through  the  medium  of  tho  village-chiefs. 
The  lnbourors  were  held  l^n  custody  and  wore  tror.tod  in  the  oruce  way 
as  P.O.W.  and  oven  worso, 

Tho  Romushr.  wore  sent  all  over  South-east  Asia:  Sumatra,  Borneo, 
Celehos,  Anton,  and  even  &b  far  as  Malaya,  Burma,  Siam  and  the 
Philippines. 

The  soo-voyagos  were  usually  made  in  small,  •  pen  coasting  vessels 
and  often  lasted  for  several  weeks.  Food  and  drink  wore  never 


adoquato  and  there  woro  froquont  deaths  luring  these  trips. 

Tho  work  dema.ndod  undor  brutal  and  severo  discipline,  heatings  and 
othor  cruel  corporal  punishments  wc.s  virtual  hard  labour.  Food  was 
totally  inadequate  with  tho  result  that  beri-beri,  pellagra, 
tropical  ulcere  were  rife.  General  surroundings,  housing  r.nd 
Shnitrxy  conditions  woro  filthy  and  unhealthy  loading  to  dysentery, 
malaria  and  scabies.  Medical  treatment  and  hospitalization  were 


either  non-existent  or  so  poor  as  to  offer  no  chance  of  arresting 


tho  ooureo  of  an  illness  or  preventing  tho  spread  of  contagious 


diseases.  Ko  caro  was  taken  of  tho  dead  and  this  constituted  r. 


callous  infringement  on  tho  "adat"  -  tho  religious  customs  of  tho 


natives.

Tho 


prison  conditions  were  almost  beyond  de.  cription  and  may  easily  be 


understood  from  the  eu-msary  given  by  tho  H.  p.d  of  ''ar  Crimes  Section  of 


-  .-■.P.I-.S. .  Prosecution  Document  5732.  This  summary  deals  «ith  only 


3ft  out  of  the  104  prisons  in  Java  and  Kadura,  according  to  the  lists 


provided  by  tho  Japanese  authorities.  Hc^e-cr,  although  not  all  deaths 


hloh  occurred  during  the  occupation  have  been  recorded,  these  lists 


mention  that  in  the  36  prisons  1717  persons  died;  only  in  154  cases  was 


the  cause  of  death  stated. 


The  average  death-rat:,  in  the  motherlands  Indies  prisons  in  1940  was 


1,8  jo.
